threat in the Senate yesterday, in reference 
to voting against all nom inations, till the con­ 
stitution is*restored, deserves to be recorded, 
and remembered. You will find the passage in 
the Intelligencer of to-day ; and, if you find 
space, aticF feel inclination, 1 hope you will 
append it to this letter. 
llut. how does he mean the constitution to 
fie restored ?— as it was in Mr Adatns s admin­ 
istration, when a Secretary o f State could call 
out a Senator, arid shoot him —not kill him,— 
for merely hinting that there w a s a “ union 
of the puritan and blackleg?” This is the 
“ constitution as he understands it!” 
Tw enty years ago Mr Clay was speaker of 
the House of Representatives; 
and being 
nominated minister to England, was confirm­ 
ed by the Senate, with only two dissenting 
votts. 
This was in high party times. He did 
not resign bis seat till after his confirmation. 
Probably the present Speaker of the House 
may be nominated to the same honor. 
H i is 
a Virginian ; Mr Clay is a native of the same 
state;—and he has the magnanimity to utter 
a threat, that he will oppose this nomination 
On what grounds will lie do this?— Does the 
oath he took to m a in ta in th e C o n s titu tio n , re­ 
quire this ot him ?— or is it only h is c o n scien ce ? 
I f the latter: it is all very well ; 
we all un­

faugh! When he opposed Mr Adams, he felt 
it his bounden duty b efo re G o d a n d m a n to 
obey the will o f his constituents, however he 
might ascertain it, either by expression or im ­ 
plication ; and moreover thought that “ ele 
ting a Secretary of State to he Presidency 
was a dangerous precedent.” 
When he dis­ 
covered a chance, by “ bargain, intrigue and 
management,” as Mr Fuller laconically ex 
presses it, to get h im s e lj into this “ d a n g e r o u s 
precedent,” he discovered it his “ bounden 
duty” to oppose the will o f his constituents 
for the benefit of his country ; and then saw a 
“ safe precedent” in the elevation ot a Secre­ 
tary of State to the Chief Magistracy ! 
What a wonderful accommodating con 
science the Hon. Henry Clay, of Ashland, has 
got! 
If he could find a sufficient number oi 
like pliant, changeable and accommodating ar­ 
ticles— the genuine India rubber consciences ! 
he might doubtless be President of the United 
States. 
As the prospects now are, he would 
stand no chance, even if he had drunk of that 
“ elixer of immortality,” invented by the fel­ 
low whose memorial lie presented last year (I 
think) to Congress; and, poor devil! 
who 
died soon after, because Congress could 
not 
relieve 
him.— The deposites were 
not then 
removed ; and yet, strange to tell, the man 
died ! 
The House and Senate did nothing to-day, 
except announce the death, and pass resolu­ 
tions for the funeral of the Hon. Littleton P. 
Dennis„of Maryland, a member of the House, 
who died yesterday, after a week's confine­ 
ment. 
Gov. Kent made the announcement 
in the Senate very briefly ; Mr Stoddert, in 
the House, accompanied with a passing tribute 
on bis character. The deceased was a lawyer, 
holding some rank at the bar, but little in the 
legislature. 
He was a feeble man, and did 
not participate in debate. 
He will be buried to-morrow.
